Text Book oft Sociology. 

This is the title of a small work treat- 
ing of the origin and development of 
human society. The authors are James 
Quayle Dealey and Lester Frank Ward, 
the former of Brown University, the 
latter of the Smithsonian Institution 
at Washington, D. C. It is published 
by Macmillan Company, 66 Fifth ave- 
nue, New York. The retail price is 
$1.30. 

The work in hand is not given up to 
speculation, but is occupied by princi- 
ples which have been generally estab- 
lished by modern science. From its 
treatment upon the relations of individ- 
ualism and collectivism I gather a few 
statements illustrative of the tendency 





of its teachings: 


“Man early became carniverous, or 
rather omniverous, and cannibalism is 
one of the phases ¢hrough which he has 
everywhere passed. The enslavement of 
the captured, which gradually succeeded 
and ultimately supplanted cannibalism, 
was a matter of policy and the rational 
calculation of the greatest gain. Ex- 
ploitation worked no diminution in the 
predatory and ferocious nature of man. 
The slow growth of sympathy and the 
moral sentiments somewhat mitigated 
this, but less than is commonly sup- 
posed, and but for the beneficent power 
of the statc, seen by all to be in their 
interest, society would have been im- 
possible. Wherever this is even tem- 
porarily and locally withdrawn, a state 
of things invariably occur which is not 
only intolerable but utterly incompati- 
ble with any form of human achieve- 
ment. 

“But for collective action in some 
form this would be the normal condition 
of shuman society, or rather of the 
human animal, for there would be no 
society. . . . . Society exists be- 
cause the rational mind was capable of 
perceiving the mutual advantageous- 
ness of submitting to authority. The 
process is one of adaptation; and law, 
state, society and civilization are thus 
products of creative synthesis. 

“The growth of collectivism has been 
from the first a struggle with the forces 
of individualism, which were unre- 
strained and supreme at the outset. It 
is making a gradual conquest of this 
field, just as the individual mind is con- 


quering the field of physical nature, 
where the primitive forces were origi- 
nally acting each for itself. The for- 
mation of the state, supported by gen- 
eral laws, was the first step taken by 
the collective mind. It checked rapac- 
ity, but furthered activity. It has never 
ceased to do so even in countries far- 
thest advanced in collectivism. The 
freer the individual activity the more 
fully will this law act, and the whole 
movement may almost be described as 
the growth of individualism. Collectiv- 
ism is not, therefore, the opposite of in- 
dividualism. The whole truth 
is that Anglo-Saxon supremacy is due 
to the ability of that race to see and act 
upon the principle that while individual 
initiative can alone accomplish great 
results it must be free, and that, under 
the influence of the normal and natural 
forces of society, and taking the whole 
of human nature into the account, it 
cannot be free unless the avenues for its 
activity be kept open by the power of 
society at large. Even the economists 
are beginning to see that ‘free competi- 
tion’ in business is a myth, unless it be 
protected from the universal tendency 
of all competition in nature speedily and 
surely to end in monopoly. 

“It is generally believed that collectiv- 
ism at the present is more pronounced 
on the Continent than it is in England, 
and in certain respects this is true, par- 
ticularly with regard to railroads; but 
there seems to have been a greater 
amount of factory and other forms of 
moral legislation in England. In the 
United States there is no settled prin- 
ciple, and it is a question of majorities 
and political influence. But the less 
favored classes are beginning to learn 
the power of their ballots and are cast- 
ing them in increasing numbers for col- 
lectivism. 

“Special attention should be called to 
the fact that it is not so much produc- 
tion as distribution that calls for intelli- 
gent collective action. Science and in- 
vention under purely individual initia- 
tive have rendered production practic- 
ally unlimited. It is limited only by 
way of distribution. This is exclusively 
a social problem and can be solved only 
by social action. It is today the most 
important of all social problems, be- 
cause its complete solution would ac- 
complish nothing less than the abolition 
of poverty and want from society. 

“Civilization is both collective and in- 
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dividual. It depends on knowledge. 
Very many inhabitants of civilized lands 
are still savage or barbarian, in that 
they have not assimilated the civiliza- 
Most of our pauper 
criminal are such. They 
have normal faculties and capacities, 
but have not felt the influence of higher 
civilization. Under the present condi- 
tions they are a drag and a menace to

social progress, but under a wiser theory 
of education the. benefits of civilization 
would extended to them In 
self-defense, if for no other reason, the

state must ultimately recast its educa- 
tional methods so as to extend the ben- 
efits of social knowledge to all classes 
alike. The great mass of humanity are 
fully capable of attaining a far higher 
degree of progress ifsafforded an oppor- 
tunity, and much social capacity is not 
utilized because untrained. Greatness 
does not depend upon intellectual power 
as on emotional force. Achieve- 
ment is usually accomplished by per- 
sons of average intellectual capacity 
who have vigorous ambition, strong will 
and perseverance. If society wisely 
educates the average intellectual capac- 
ity, men of greater capacity will cer- 
tainly not be neglected. The conscious- 
ness of the necessity for the social ap- 
propriation of human achievement has 
worked itself into a variety of different 
systems of public education, but so de- 
fective have been the ideas of mankind 
as to what constitutes education that the 
whole educational movement of the 
world is blindly working toward a con- 
fused ideal.” 

The writer of this review feels im- 
pelled after a full and careful reading 
of this work to its introduction 
into our higher grade schools. There is 
no doubt that it could be easily mastered

by young people of average intelligence 
fifteen years of In this 
country it is quite probable that social- 
ism may have to be dealt with during 
the next twenty-five years. Our voters 
should be prepared to handle it intelli- 
gently, hence the value of such works. 
A few pages of vocabulary defining the 
technical terms used in this book should 
be added and then it should be published 
for popular reading.

Spread ¢f Holstein-Friesian 


Cattle. 

An article on page 72 of the H.-F. 
IVortp speaks of the spread of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle, but much more might 
be said on this subject, and to the list 
of countries in which the noble black 
and white cow has made her home may 
be added Brazil, Argentina and other 
countries of South America, South 
Africa, Australia and New Zealand. 
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Exports have been made from Oregon 
and California to Japan, China and to 
several of the larger islands in Oceania. 

Sir Rider Haggard, in his careful, 
instructive agricultural and sociological 
volumes on “Rural England,” speaks 
of a black-and-white strain of cattle 
found in various places near the east- 
ern coast of the East Anglian coun- 
ties. Tradition says they were brought 
from Continental Europe many genera- 
tions ago. (England, under the plea of 
fearing foot and mouth disease, has pro- 
hibited importations from Europe for 
many years.) These cattle are of large 
size, docile, the color black and white 
in large patches, very heavy milkers, 
and great favorites with the few farm- 
ers that own them. There is no breed 
association behind them; no moneyed 
man or landed proprietor to advocate or 
advertise them; their name, Dutch cat- 
tle, them in that land of 
“business patriotism,” where anything 
thought to be imported is discriminated 
against by purchasers, yet, despite all 


is against 


these disadvantages, these strangers in 
a hostile country have retained their dis- 
tinctive and qualities, 
and have not become merged in the 
more numerous cattle of the country. 
The survival of the fittest cannot be il- 
lustrated in a stronger way, nor much 
clearer evidence be brought to show the 
valuable points and qualities and per- 
sistency of the Holstein cattle.

Formation of a St. Lawrence 
County H.-F. Breeders’ Club. 


PRESIDENT OF THE CLUB. 





REPORT BY THE 

The breeders of Holstein-Friesian 
cattle of St. Lawrence county met at 
Canton, March 8, 1906. Mr. H. Mason 
Knox called the meeting to order, and 
Frank W. Ames, owner of Frontier 
Herd, was made chairman. Mr. Knox 
was called upon to outline a method of 
organization. 

He told how the idea of forming a 
county Holstein club first came to him 
about two years ago. He then talked 
with the leading breeders, and the pre- 
vailing opinion appeared to be favorable 
to the move. At that time an engage- 
ment called him out of the county, and 
the matter was not taken up again until 
about a month ago. This time it met 
with even more hearty support than 
before. A speedy call was made, and 
it was extremely gratifying to see so 
many present under the circumstance of 
so short a notice. It showed the great 
interest that the people were taking in 
the black and whites. He thought that 
this was an opportune time and that 
they wovld make no mistake in forming 
a county organization. It would tend 
to make this a center of Holstein in- 
terests, and that in the near future but 
few cattle of other breeds would be 
found in that locality. It would pro- 
mote good-fellowship and, establish 
community effort. 

Mr. Dollar gave an interesting talk, 
stating, in substance, that St. Lawrence 
‘was the greatest dairy county in the 
State, and that there were possibilities 
that could not be estimated in the future 
development of the noble breed. 

Mr. Ames spoke of his deep interest 
in the making of an organization. 

It was decided that the new organi- 
zation should be known as The St. Law- 
rence County Holstein-Friesian Breed- 
ers’ Club, and the officers should con- 
sist of a president, three vice-presidents. 
elected from different parts of the 








county, a secretary and a treasurer. The 
following officers were then elected: H. 
Mason Knox, president; Lawrence L. 
Grow, Fort Jackson, first vice-president ; 
Frank W. Ames, Morristown, second 
vice-president; S$. M. Browning, Mas- 
sena, third vice-president; E. H. Dol- 
lar, Heuvelton, secretary; R. B. Mc- 
Gregor, Hammond, ‘treasurer. Mr. 
Knox responded briefly, saying that he 
felt that an older and more experienced 
breeder should have been chosen, but 
that he had the welfare of the breed at 
heart. and that he should put forth his 
best endeavors to extend the name and 
fame of the best dairy breed of cattle 
on earth—the Holstein-Friesian. 

C. W. Loomis, Ogdensburg; Murray 
Rogers, Hamilton and Wilbur Shields, 
Canton, were constituted a Board of 
Directors. H. Mason Knax, E. H. Dol- 
lar, T. H. Johnson, F. W. Ames and 
Ed. Lincoln were appointed a commit- 
tee to draft a set of by-laws and report 
at the next meeting. A membership 
fee was provided for, and H. Mason 
Knox, E. H. Dollar, Frank, W. Ames, C. 
W. Loomis, R. B. McGregor, G. W. Mc- 
Gregor, Murray Rogers, Wilbur Shields, 
Lawrence LL. Grow, Edwin Lincoln, 
Charles Tupper, Lawrence Doud, Rev. 
J. M. Payson, Carl Barker, Frank Bar- 
ker, O. Barker, O. C. Stickles, H. W. S. 
Knox, G. H. Johnson, Andrew Aikins, 
Geo. Gibson, R. Baker, Wm. Atwood 
and several others became members. 

The following resolution was pre- 
sented by Mr. Knox and adopted: 

Inasmuch as we are thoroughly inter- 
ested in every movement for advancing 
the principles of rearing, breeding and 
feeding our live stock, and realizing 
that there is a trend towards giving 
farmers the best possible aids in their 
business; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we heartily endorse 
the bill now before the legislature to 
provide for an agricultural school in 
this locality; be it also 

Resolved, That we communicate our 
action to our legislators, and also begin 
an active campaign to secure the pass- 
age of the bill. 

Rev. J. M. Payson, a trustee of the 
University, gave an accurate, concise 
and interesting talk on the plan of the 
proposed school. Mr. Dollar, the pro- 
yprietor of Fair View Herd, and owner 
of that wonderful heifer, Pontiac Rag 
Apple, opened a discussion on official 
testing. He said that we had the cows, 
and a lot of them, capable of making 
A. R. O. records; that we should co- 
operate and keep an experiment station 
representative with us all the time; that 
the present chief obstacle was the ex- 
pense of getting a man there, but that 
they ought to do it just the same. It 
would make the offspring worth $25 
more, and the cow probably $100. Was 
not this a good business proposition? 
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It was the only way to raise superior 
animals. He fully believed that the 
system of the H.--F. Association was 
the best system employed for making 
tests ,as it developed the cow without 
offering a chance for chicanery. The 
eight months’ test showed the yearly 
capacity of the cow. A young animal 
in his hearl was producing at the rate 
of about 12 pounds. After milking her 
four times a day for about a month she 
made better than 15 pounds. He ad- 
vised developing the capzcity of cows 
in this way. 

Mr. Ames believed that one test was 
not enough. He gave his experience: 
A cow of his last year made 11 pounds; 
this year she made better than 16 
pounds. Mr. Grow added some good 
words for making A. R. O. tests. The 
breeders present were thoroughly in- 
terested in the discussion, as shown by 
the questions asked. Every one seemed 
to feel that they were well paid for at- 
tending, and went away predicting the 
success of the organization. 

The next meeting is to be held April 
5th at Ogdensburg.

Summary of official Records from 
Feb. 8 to Feb. 16, 1906. 
Uness otherwise mentioned, these 
records are for a period of seven cen- 
secutive days. They are made under 
the careful supervision of State Aeri- 
cultural colleges and Experiment Sta- 
tions ,and their accuracy is vouched for 
by them; no private records are reporied 
‘vy the Holstein-Friesian Association. 
During the period from Feb. 8th to 
Feb. 16, 1906, records for 87 cows have 
been accepted, five of which were begun 
more than eight months after calving. 
All made seven-day records. one made a 
fourteen-day and six made thirty-day 
records. The averages by ages were as 





follows: 


Twenty-four full aged cows averaged: 
age, 6 years, II months, 19 days; days 
from calving, 23; milk, 442.7 ‘bs.; per 
cent. fat, 3.51; fat, 15.527 Ibs. Ten four- 
year-olds averaged: age, 4 years, 5 
months, 24 days; days from calving, 15; 
milk, 376.0 lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.61; fat, 
13.583 Ibs. Sixteen three-year-olds aver- 
aged: age, 3 years, 5 months, 22 days; 
days from calving, 32; milk, 386.4 Ibs.; 
per cent. fat, 3.21; fat, 12.399 Ibs. Thirty- 
two heifers classed as two-year-olds av- 
eraged: age, 2 years, 2 months, 5 days; 
days from calving, 36; milk, 280.5 Ibs. ; 
per cent. fat, 3.30; fat, 9.241 Ibs. 

In the aggregate there are so many 
heifers as to make this essentially a very 
young herd; and it is therefore interest- 
ing to note what a young H.-F. herd 
can do. This herd of 82 animals pro- 
duced in seven consecutive days, 29,543 
Ibs. milk. containing 1,004.592 Ibs. butter 
fat, showing an average of 3.4 per cent. 
fat. Young as this herd was, the aver- 
age vield for each animal was 360.3 Ibs. 
milk, containing 12.227 lbs. fat; equiva- 
lent to over 14 Ibs. of best creamery 
butter, and showing an average for the 
whole herd of 25 quarts of milk per day. 

In the last issue of these reports we 
made mention of a cow owned by a pub- 
lic institution which produced under or- 
dinary conditions 23.383 lbs. of butter 
fat from 663.9 lbs. milk in one week, 
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and in this issue we have another cow, 
owned by another public institution, 
which produced 21.073 Ibs. of butter fat 
from 486.9 Ibs. milk. This cow is Pon- 
tiac Carlotta, owned by the Eastern 
Michigan Asylum for the Insane. 
There is nothing surprising in the fact 
that an H.-F. cow should produce over 
21 lbs. of butter fat in one week, though 
that amount has rarely been equaled by 
any other breed; but when cows owned 
by public institutions, and for the most 
part milked throughout the year by in- 
sane patients, can accomplish such 
things, it most effectually shows the 
capacity of the breed and its great possi- 
bilities in the hands of the intelligent 
farmer-dairyman. 

In the aged cow class De Kol of Val- 
ley Mead, 20.004 lbs. fat from 568.9 lbs. 
milk, is also worthy of mention, as is 
Pontiac Coronis, 18.188 Ibs. fat from 
430.5 lbs. milk, among the 4-year-olds. 
Among the heifers with first calf, Trynt- 
je De Kol Netherland Burke shows up 
4vell with 12.545 lbs. fat from 390.3 Ibs. 
milk at a little past two years of age; 
and.that this was no spurt is shown by 
her 30-day record of 50.027 Ibs. fat from 
1.574 lbs. milk. 

In the list of records beginning not 
less than eight months after calving, 
with a prior A. R. O. record made dur- 
ing the same period of lactaticn, Hill- 
side Lita is very noteworthy. Here we 
have a cow that having made a record 
of 19.807 lbs. fat from 554.4 lbs. milk a 
short time after freshening, makes an- 
other record of 13.824 Ibs. fat from 355.1 
lbs. milk, beginning the same more than 
eight months thereafter, and when 
nearly five months with calf. What 
other dairy breed can do such things?

Samuel Adams Robinson, Covesville, 
Va., is, we believe, one of the most im- 
portant events connected with the his- 
tory of Brookside Herd; and, doubt- 


less, also will prove of direct interest 
to the Holstein public because of its 
probable influence upon the future de- 
velopment of the breed in a part of this 
country that promises greater possibili- 
ties than have yet been attained in the 
breeding and rearing of dairy cattle.
